LOS ANGELES It was among 
the most exciting pcricxls of 
Playboy founder Hugh Hef- 
ner’s life^ so what could be bet- 
ter in a bad economy than to 
retrace the 1960s’ good times 
and give readers a break on the 
price of his magazine? 

Hefner is slashing the cost 
of Playboy’s October issue^ 
which hits newsstands Friday, 
to 60 cents. His editors have 
styled the men’s magazine 
with a retro look matching 1961, when the 
first Playboy Club was founded, and linked it 
to the debut of TV show “The Playboy Club” 
by putting star T.aura Benanti on the ccft^r— 
and inside the pages, 

“It’s hard to put into words the fact that, 
obviously everything changed for me in that 
time frame,” Hefner told Reuters, And that 
statement from a man who has made words 
one of the centerpieces of his life. 

'hhe octogenarian known as “TIef” who 
embodies a stylish life of posh nightclubs, 
wild parties, men’s fashion, free speech and, 
of course, naked women, said that six years 
after he founded the magazine in 1953, his life 
quickly changed. 

The magazine that made its biggest spbsh 
publishing nude pictures of Marilyn Monroe 
was, by that time, being read by millions. From 
late 1959 through i960, he held his first jazz 
festival, hosted his first TV show and opened 
his initial Playboy Mansion in Chicago. 

*TT»ose were some of the best and most ro- 
mantic years of my life,” Hef said. 

TTiere is no doubt Ilef will take a bath at 
newsstands with the October issue. But Play- 
boy makes more money from subscriptions, 
and ITef said he expects to significantly make 
up the losses with increased advertising. 

Fditorial director Jimmy Jellinek said ad 
pages are up 70 percent for the October is- 
sue compared with last year, well beyond the 
16 percent year-to-date boost the magazine 
had already seen in 2011. Moreover, the book 
has lured new advertisers in fashion, groom- 
ing and entertainment.

The trains-forma- 
tion is courtesy of Art 
on 'lirack, an annual 
art exhibit that re- 
turns Saturday for its 
fourth run.l'he show 
circles the Loop from 5-10 p.m. 

“ITs really a vehicle to get new people 
into the art world,” said exhibit co-producer 
Tristan Hummel, 24, of Logan Square. 

Hummel, a graduate of the Art Institute 
of Chicago, began this project in 2008 to 
promote local artists. He said he uses corpo- 
rate sponsors to pay for chartering the train, 
which costs upwards of S 1,500, 

Hummel said this year he picked about 
50 '^passionate” artists to dress up the inside 
of the train for free* There was no application 
to participate, and artists weren’t required to 
submit a sketch of their projects before they 
were selected, Hummel said. 

But there are some rules to decorating the 
cars. Hummel said he follows CTA guidelines 
and allows nothing pornographic or overly 
violent to be dispbyed on the train. Also, 
graffiti is not allowed. 

On Saturday morning, designers will meet 
on the South Side to start decorating the 
cars. TTiey have about eight hours to install 
their work before the show begins.

Zoinks! Are cartoons 
bad for kids’ brains? 


Some children’s TV shows may be bad for 
young kids’ brains, according to a new study 
about watching cartoons. It appears that chil- 
dren may not concentrate and focus very well 
after watching fast-paced programming. 

Researchers from the University of Vir- 
ginia showed 6o 4-year-olds a 9 -minute 
chunk of what they call an “animated kitchen 
sponge” cartoon. The experts then tested the 
children’s memory and thinking skills and 
compared their scores with other youngsters 
who had watched a slow-paced educational 
cartoon or drew pictures with crayons and 
markers. 

The preschoolers who watched the fast- 
paced shows did much worse on the think- 
ing tests than those in the two other groups, 


who scored about the same. The researchers 
suspect that the brain gets overtaxed or tired 
from all of the stimulation from the fast- 
paced cartoons leading to lower scores. 

Nickelodeon, owned by Viacom Interna- 
tional, which produces the cartoon “Sponge- 
Bob SquarePants,” released the following 
statement to CNN when asked about the 
study: 

“Having 60 non-diverse kids, who are not 
part of the show’s targeted demo, watch 
9 minutes of programming is questionable 
methodology It could not possibly provide 
the basis for any valid findings that parents 
could trust.” It pointed out that “Sponge- 
Bob” is designed for 6- to ii-year-olds, not 
4-year-olds, like the children in the study 


Explosion kills dozens in Kenya 

A fuel pipeline exploded in a densely popu- 
lated Nairobi slum Monday morning, flatten- 
ing homes, reducing some bodies to dust and 
forcing a massive evacuation of the area, police 
and Kenya Red Cross officials said. At least 
75 people died in the explosion and fire. 

Russian hockey player dies 

The sole member of the hockey team to sur- 
vive last week’s air crash in Russia died of 
his injuries Monday, the medical center that 
treated him said. Forward Alexander Galimov 
was found alive after the jet carrying the team 
crashed Wednesday, killing 43 people. 


Report: Amazon to ‘rent’ books 

Amazon is considering a Netflix-like service 
that would let people pay an annual fee to get 
book “rentals,” according to a published report. 
The Wall Street Journal on Monday said the 
company has reached out to publishers but 
that it’s unclear whether the idea has much 
chance of catching on.

Even when Jay Cutler was killed 
on the field vs. the N. Y. Ciants, limped 
through the next few weeks as a zombie 
and cured of the zombie virus in time for 
the playoffs, they ended just eight measly 
points short of a Super Bowl trip. 

After Sunday’s performance, I’m more 
confident than I ever was last year: The 
Bears will play in the NFC championship 
game again this season. 

Atlanta is a good team with a potent 
offense that averaged 26 points per game 
last year.
